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BP stops Gulf oil flow for 
first time since April 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - BP 
engineers yesterday stopped 
oil flowing into the Gulf of 
Mexico for the first time since 
April as they shut all valves on 
a new cap placed on top of a 
fractured wellhead, a BP offi¬ 
cial said. 

"It is good to see no oil 
going into the Gulf of Me¬ 
xico," said senior vice presi¬ 
dent Kent Wells, but he 
cautioned: "We are just starting 
the test." 

He said the oil flow stopped 
as the last of three valves on a 
huge capping stack was shut at 
around 2:25 yesterday, but en¬ 
gineers were keeping a close 
eye on the operation to see 
whether any oil began leaking 
again. 


It was the biggest step for¬ 
ward in halting the worst oil 
spill in US history which has 
been flowing into the sea since 
a BP-leased rig sank on April 
22, two days after a major ex¬ 
plosion on the deepwater 
drilling platform. 

Experts have estimated 
some 35,000 to 60,000 barrels 
a day have been flowing into 
the Gulf for some 13 weeks, 
leaving millions of gallons 
sloshing around in the waters, 
threatening vulnerable wildlife 
and fouling the shores of five 
Gulf states. 

BP’s chief operating officer 
Doug Suttles warned however 
it was not yet time to celebrate, 
saying more time was needed 
as a 48-hour test is completed.

Shebab threaten more 
attacks after Uganda 
bombings 


U.S. monitors: J une Earth's 
hottest ever 


KAMPALA, Uganda (AFP) - 
Somalia’s Al-Qaeda-linked 
Shebab yesterday vowed fur¬ 
ther attacks after two deadly 
bombings in Uganda, as Kam¬ 
pala said it would send more 
troops to boost the African 
Union force in Mogadishu. 

Sunday's bomb attacks on 
entertainment spots in Kam¬ 
pala where crowds were 
watching the World Cup final 
killed at least 73 people and 
underscored the risk posed by 
the Somali rebel movement to 
the entire region. 

"What happened in Kam¬ 
pala is just the beginning," elu¬ 
sive Shebab leader Mohamed 
Abdi Godane said in an audio 
message broadcast on several 
Mogadishu radio stations. 

The Shebab — fighting So¬ 
malia's Western-backed transi¬ 
tional government — said the 
blasts were in retaliation for 
the presence of more than 
3,000 Ugandan troops in the 
embattled African Union mis¬ 
sion in Somalia (AMISOM). 

"We are telling all Muslims 
and particularly the people of 
Mogadishu that those martyred 
in AMISOM shelling will be 
avenged," he added. 

Godane said the Kampala 


attacks were carried out by a 
unit named the Saleh Nabhan 
Brigade after a Kenyan-born 
Al-Qaeda operative allegedly 
behind 2002 anti-Israeli at¬ 
tacks in Mombasa and killed in 
a suspected US air raid last 
year. 

Uganda could provide 
2,000 more soldiers for the 
African Union force, an army 
spokesman said yesterday, fol¬ 
lowing a decision this month 
by a regional body to bring 
AMISOM to its full strength of 
8 , 100 . 

"We are capable of provid¬ 
ing the required force if other 
countries fail to do so," spokes¬ 
man Felix Kulayigye told AFP. 
"I should say, however, that I 
think it is appropriate that other 
countries contribute." 

The United States wel¬ 
comed Uganda's decision and 
pledged to boost its own aid to 
the force, the main obstacle 
preventing the Shebab from 
seizing full control of Mo¬ 
gadishu. 

"We have reviewed, since 
Sunday, the support that we're 
providing to AMISOM. We are 
going to beef that up," State 
Department spokesman Philip 
Crowley said. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Last 
month was the hottest June 
ever recorded on Earth, the US 
National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration said yes¬ 
terday, amid global climate 
warming worries. 

The combined global land 
and ocean surface temperature 
data also found the January- 
June and April-June periods 
were the warmest on record, 
according to NOAA's National 
Climatic Data Center, which 
based its findings on measure¬ 
ments that go back as far as 
1880. 

In June, the combined aver¬ 
age for global land and ocean 
temperatures was 61.1 degrees 
Fahrenheit (16.2 Celsius) — 
1.22 degrees Fahrenheit (0.68 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - Cu¬ 
ban dissidents recently re¬ 
leased by Havana said 
yesterday disease was rampant 
in the damp, crowded and rat- 
infested prisons where they 
were held while water was 
scarce and food came with dirt. 

"The hygiene and health sit¬ 
uation was not bad, it was 
worse than bad," Julio Cesar 
Galvez told reporters in 
Madrid, two days after arriving 
in Spain with six other dissi¬ 
dents. 

"We lived with rats, cock¬ 
roaches, scorpions and excre¬ 
ment. There were outbreaks of 
dengue fever, or tuberculosis," 
he added. 

Galvez was among a first 
batch of 52 dissidents author¬ 
ized to leave the country in the 
biggest release of political 
prisoners by Cuba in over a 
decade. 

The 65-year-old, who was 
serving a 15-year sentence for 
secretly working for US media 
outlets such as the Voice of 
America, said not enough 
drinking water was provided 
for the prisoners and food 
often came mixed with dirt.

Argentina legalizes gay 
marriage in first for 
Latin America

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AFP) - Argentina yesterday 
became the first country in 
Latin America to legalize 
same-sex marriage, following 
a landmark Senate vote which 
stirred controversy in the ma¬ 
jority Roman Catholic nation. 

The law was backed by the 
center-left government of Pre¬ 
sident Cristina Kirchner and 
adopted in a 33-27 vote, with 
three abstentions, after 15 
hours of debate. 

"It’s a positive step which 
defends the right of the mino¬ 
rity in Argentina," Kirchner 
said to Argentine media yester¬ 
day during a visit to China. 

The issue raised heated de¬ 
bate in this nation of 40 mil¬ 
lion, 90 percent of whom 
describe themselves as Roman 
Catholic. 

Hundreds of people cheered 
outside the Senate as the bill 
passed, with some chanting 


"equality, equality," and other 
tearful couples embracing each 
other. 

As priests and their sup¬ 
porters held images of the Vir¬ 
gin Mary and prayed in the 
street, some gay and leftist 
campaigners shouted: 

"Church, you garbage. You're 
a dictatorship." 

Police had to separate op¬ 
posing groups who hurled eggs 
and oranges at each other out¬ 
side the Senate the previous 
day. 

Meanwhile, in Mexico City, 
the tourism minister yesterday 
offered a free honeymoon to 
the first gay couple to wed in 
Argentina. 

The offer was "in recogni¬ 
tion of tolerance, but also to 
promote gay friendly tourism 
in Mexico City," said Alejan¬ 
dro Rojas, according to a state¬ 
ment.

Experts skeptical about ’digital 
drugs' claims by teens 


Between smoking banana 
peels, suffocating each other 
and eating nutmeg, it seems 
like teenagers will do nearly 
anything to get the high asso¬ 
ciated with illegal drug use. 
But if educators at Mustang 
High School in Mustang, 
Oklahoma are to be believed, 
an even more unlikely 
pseudo-drug has found its 
way into common use: psy¬ 
chedelic music and tones that 
can be downloaded through 
the Internet. 

But drug experts are 
highly skeptical that such 
’’digital drugs,” or ”i-doses” 
as some are calling it, are ac¬ 
tually harmful or addictive. 

Teenagers at the high 
school claim that listening to 
these monotonous, layered 


sounds in a dark room can 
cause the same effects as in¬ 
gesting illegal drugs like mar¬ 
ijuana or LSD. The problem 
has reached the point where 
Mustang High School re¬ 
cently sent a letter to parents 
warning them about this 
growing trend. 

However, the parents 
shouldn't worry, as the music 
almost certainly does not 
cause a high, or encourage 
future drug use, said Harriet 
de Wit, the principle investi¬ 
gator of the University of 
Chicago's human behavioral 
pharmacology lab. 

Although experiments 
show that the expectation of 
getting high can enhance the 
symptoms associated with 
drugs, even when someone 


takes a placebo instead, no 
sound or music could trigger 
the exact pathways activated 
by specific drugs like PCP or 
Quaaludes, de Wit said. [Read 
”12 Trippy Apps for your 
iPhone, iPad and iPod Touch”] 

Similarly, even if the 
teenagers did experience 
some form of placebo effect, 
it wouldn't be strong enough 
to cause addiction or the de¬ 
cision making and coordina¬ 
tion impairments that results 
from taking drugs like keta¬ 
mine and peyote, de Wit said. 

"It’s unlikely to cause any 
problems,” de Wit said. 

The Placebo effect "is a 
very moderate effect, and the 
problems you see with drugs 
are associated with high 
dosages.”

Dementia may differ in those with 
and without diabetes 


Vascular disease, which af¬ 
fects blood flow in brain ves¬ 
sels, appears to be a common 
cause of dementia in some 
people with diabetes, new 
study findings suggest. 

That’s in contrast to de¬ 
mentia in people without di¬ 
abetes, which the researchers 
say is more likely to be linked 
to the brain plaque deposits 


commonly seen in people 
with Alzheimer's disease. 

The findings come from 
researchers at the Mayo 
Clinic's Florida campus and 
the University of California, 
San Francisco, who com¬ 
pared the ratios of two differ¬ 
ent types of amyloid beta 
proteins in blood samples 
from 211 people with demen¬ 


tia and 403 others without de¬ 
mentia. 

"This helps in understand¬ 
ing diabetes and dementia. It 
suggests that the vascular de¬ 
mentia seen in diabetics, 
which appears to be related to 
small blood vessel disease 
and strokes, can potentially 
be averted if development of 
diabetes is prevented," neu¬ 
rologist Dr. Neill Graff-Rad- 
ford said in a Mayo Clinic 
news release. 

The study findings were 
slated for presentation July 
14 at the Alzheimer's Associ¬ 
ation International Confer¬ 
ence on Alzheimer's Disease 
meeting, in Hawaii. 

The findings support pre¬ 
vious autopsy studies on peo¬ 
ple with diabetes and 
dementia, which found vas¬ 
cular abnormalities were re¬ 
lated to dementia but not to 
the plaques and tangles char¬ 
acteristic of Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease, the authors noted in the 
news release.

ECB warns some eurozone 


jobs gone for good 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - The European Cen¬ 
tral Bank warned yesterday 
that some job losses caused 
by the economic crisis could 
be permanent and urged eu¬ 
rozone countries to speed up 
labour market reforms. 

After employment fell by 
2.6 percent between mid- 
2008 and late 2009, certain 
industrial sectors ’’may now 
need to be permanently 
downsized," the ECB said in 
its monthly bulletin for July. 

The global crisis effec¬ 
tively reversed two years of 


job growth, the central bank 
added. 

The sectors hit hardest 
were industry and construc¬ 
tion, and after initially bene- 
fitting from real-estate 
booms, Ireland and Spain in 
particular then "suffered dis¬ 
proportionately large falls in 
employment," the report said. 

It forecast that job losses 
could become entrenched, 
and that significant restruc¬ 
turing "will inevitably bring 
about permanent reductions 
in employment in these sec¬ 
tors." 


Four key steps to a sales-promoting 
guarantee!

Hi, I am Ken Varga. I want to 
share with you some of the 
ideas, strategies, and principles 
that allowed me to build 35 
businesses during my career. 

By earnestly applying the 
ideas, you will leam how you 
too can build your business to 
success, while living an unhur¬ 
ried life, filled with family, 
friends, fun and a relaxed atti- 
tud. 

In this tip, I’m going to talk 
about guarantees. 

Many very experienced 
marketers don’t fully under¬ 
stand how to structure a great 
guarantee. 

“How to structure a believ¬ 
able, sales promoting guaran¬ 
tee that removes the risk from 
your customer and yet does not 
put you in a bind.” 

You all know that you must 
guarantee every product that 
you sell in one way or another. 
That’s because if it’s really that 
good, then you shouldn’t be 
afraid of returns. 

Now if you sell a bad prod¬ 
uct or are trying to pull the 
wool over your customer’s 
eyes, then perhaps you should¬ 
n’t be reading this article. And 
I’ll go one step further. You 
shouldn’t be allowed to be in 
business. 


A guarantee builds credibil¬ 
ity. 

There are numerous ways 
you can do guarantees. How¬ 
ever, keep in mind, if your 
product isn’t good, a guarantee 
could wipe you out very 
quickly. Don’t bother selling, 
let alone guaranteeing, prod¬ 
ucts you don’t believe in or 
that are just not good. 

Here’s some general 
thought about guarantees, but I 
go in much deeper on guaran¬ 
tees in my book. 

1. The longer the guar¬ 
antee period, the better. This 
adds credibility, plus, believe it 
or not, may cut down on re¬ 
turns, because buyers perceive 
they have plenty of time to re¬ 
turn the product and then they 
simply forget about it. 

The guarantee on my prod¬ 
ucts is a LIFETIME GUA¬ 
RANTEE. 

2. The less strings at¬ 
tached, the more orders you 
will get. Naturally a no ques¬ 
tions asked guarantee would 
work best. 

3. Try to give a bonus with 
the purchase that the buyer 
gets to keep even if they return 
the product. If you look at the 
very successful Direct Market¬ 
ing Gurus, you’ll get a very 
good example of what I mean. 
Sometimes I feel that they over 
bonus and it become an offer 
the recipient can’t refuse. 

4. If you’re a risk-taker, 
consider a guarantee where 
you won’t cash the check until 
30 days after the purchase. 

All of this, puts the bur¬ 
dened of proof upon you, the 
seller. For the buyer, the pur¬ 
chase is risk free. 

But remember, as men¬ 


tioned above: Make sure your 
product is worthwhile. It does 
you no good to sell 200 widg¬ 
ets if 180 of them are returned. 

Naturally you can have 
conditions to your guarantees. 
For some products they are es¬ 
sential. 

For example: 

a. You can require the 
buyer to return the product in 
good condition, particularly if 
it’s something they could ruin 
by misuse. 

b. You might require 
that they actually use the prod¬ 
uct and be able to prove it with 
cancelled checks, receipts or 
whatever. This might be ap¬ 
propriate for a book on how to 
start a business. Again, see if 
it’s appropriate for your pro¬ 
duct. 

The whole idea is to bal¬ 
ance the need for orders with 
the need to lessen your own 
risk. Ultimately, you must test 
your guarantees and find the 
one that works best for you. 
More than likely, if your prod¬ 
uct is really good, you’ll find a 
no-time limit, 100%, no-ques- 
tions asked, money-back guar¬ 
antee will work best.

Wall Street overhaul clears Senate, 
heads to Obama 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Senate gave final approval 
yesterday to the most sweeping 
rewrite of Wall Street rules 
since the Great Depression of 
the 1930s, handing President 
Barack Obama a legacy-shap¬ 
ing political victory. 

The largely party-line 60-39 
vote sent the 2,300-page legis¬ 
lation, meant to rein in risky 
big bank practices blamed for 
the 2008 global economic 
meltdown, to Obama, who was 
expected to sign it into law 
next week. 

In a sign of deep US politi¬ 
cal polarization, just three of 
the Senate's 41 Republicans 
joined 55 Democrats and their 
two independent allies to pass 


the measure, while one Demo¬ 
crat opposed the bill. 

It was the second historic 
legislative triumph this year 
for Obama, who signed a bill 
overhauling US health care in 
March but faces poor job ap¬ 
proval ratings in public opin¬ 
ion polls just months before 
November mid-term elections. 

The bill, Obama's top do¬ 
mestic priority, rewrites the 
mles for arcane financial trans¬ 
actions on Wall Street as well 
as day-to-day consumer deal¬ 
ings on home mortgages, stu¬ 
dent loans, credit cards and 
payday lenders. 

The bill creates a new con¬ 
sumer financial protection 
agency, an early-warning sys¬ 


tem to predict and prevent the 
next crisis, and mechanisms 
aimed at liquidating rather than 
saving banks once deemed 
"too big to fail." 

The legislation also closes 
loopholes in regulations and 
requires greater transparency 
and accountability for hedge 
funds, mortgage brokers and 
payday lenders, and arcane fi¬ 
nancial instruments called de¬ 
rivatives. 

It also includes a somewhat 
diluted version of the so-called 
"Volcker Rule" — named for 
former Fed chairman Paul Vol¬ 
cker — curbing commercial 
banks' ability to make specula¬ 
tive investments that are not on 
behalf of clients.

Ancient species discovered in 
Barrier Reef depths

SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Australian scientists have dis¬ 
covered bizarre prehistoric 
sea life hundreds of kilome¬ 
ters below the Great Barrier 
Reef, in an unprecedented 
mission to document species 
under threat from ocean 
warming. 

Ancient sharks, giant oil 
fish, swarms of crustaceans 
and a primitive shell¬ 
dwelling squid species called 
the Nautilus were among the 
astonishing life captured by 
remote controlled cameras at 
Osprey Reef. 

Lead researcher Justin 
Marshall said his team had 
also found several unidenti¬ 
fied fish species, including 
’’prehistoric six-gilled sharks” 
using special low-light sensi¬ 
tive cameras which were cus¬ 
tom designed to trawl the 
ocean floor, 1,400 meters 
(4,593 feet) below sea level. 

’’Some of the creatures 
that we’ve seen we were sort 
of expecting, some of them 
we weren’t expecting, and 
some of them we haven't 
identified yet,” said Marshall, 
from the University of 
Queensland. 

’’There was a shark that I 
really wasn't expecting, 
which was a false cat shark, 
which has a really odd dorsal 
fin.” 

The team used a tuna head 
on a stick to attract the crea¬ 
tures, which live beyond the 
reach of sunlight. 

Marshall said the research 
had been made more urgent 
by recent oil spills affecting 
the world heritage-listed 
Great Barrier Reef, and the 


growing threat to its biodiver¬ 
sity by the warming and acid¬ 
ification of the world's 
oceans. 

"One of the things that 
we’re trying to do by looking 
at the life in the deep sea is 
discover what’s there in the 
first place, before we wipe it 
out,” Marshall told AFP. 

”We simply do not know 
what life is down there, and 
our cameras can now record 
the behaviour and life in Aus¬ 
tralia's largest biosphere, the 
deep sea,” he added. 

Scientists have already 
warned that the 345,000- 
square kilometer (133,000- 
square mile) attraction is in 
serious jeopardy, as global 
warming and chemical runoff 
threaten to kill marine species 
and cause disease outbreaks. 


Chinese coal ship Shen 
Neng 1 gouged a three-meter 
scar in the reef when it ran 
aground whilst attempting to 
take a short cut on April 3, 
leaking tons of oil into a 
famed nature sanctuary and 
breeding site. 

About 200,000 liters of 
heavy fuel oil spewed into 
waters south of the reef last 
March when shipping contai¬ 
ners full of fertilizer tumbled 
off the Hong Kong-flagged 
Pacific Adventurer during a 
cyclone, piercing its hull. 

It was one of Australia's 
worst ever oil spills. 

Marshall said the cameras 
would now be sent to the 
sludge-ridden Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico to monitor the effects of 
the oil spill there on marine 
life. 
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Unlucky 13 for Cav as Renshaw 
loses head on Tour

BOURG-LES-VALENCE 
(AFP) - Britain's Mark 
Cavendish dominated a con¬ 
troversial bunch sprint on the 
11th stage of the Tour de 
France on Thursday that led 
to the disqualification of his 
team-mate Mark Renshaw. 

Luxembourg's Andy 
Schleck, of Saxo Bank, re¬ 
tained the yellow jersey with 
his lead of 41 sec on Spain's 
Alberto Contador intact after 
a 184.5km race between Sis- 
teron and here. 

Cavendish, the winner of 
six stages in 2009 and four in 
2008, has now won three 
stages in this year's race, tak¬ 
ing his career tally to an im¬ 
pressive 13. 


In doing so, the Isle of 
Man sprinter surpasses the 
12-stage victory tally of sev¬ 
eral notable sprinters includ¬ 
ing German great Erik Zabel, 
Italian Mario Cipollini and 
Australian Robbie McEwen. 

Cavendish's 13th victory 
in the race, however, will also 
be remembered for the con¬ 
troversy that led up to it. 

As HTC-Columbia wound 
up the speed inside the final 
kilometre in a bid to drop ri¬ 
vals and deliver Cavendish to 
the 200 metres to go mark, 
his lead-out man Renshaw 
was shown by television pic¬ 
tures to have tried to head¬ 
butt Julian Dean three times. 

Australian Renshaw is 


considered one of the world's 
best lead-out men, whose job 
is to crank up the pace in the 
final kilometre of the race 
and fend off rivals before the 
sprinter launches his final 
drive for the line. 

But even that status did 
not save him from race offi¬ 
cials, who quickly took ac¬ 
tion. 

Top race official Jean- 
Francois Pescheux said after 
the race: "Renshaw was de¬ 
classified immediately but 
we have decided to also 
throw him off the race. 

"We've only seen the pic¬ 
tures once, but his actions are 
plain for all to see. He tried to 
hit him with his head, a bit 
like in the keirin. 

"This is a bike race, not a 
gladiator's arena. Everyone 
could have crashed today." 

Tyler Farrar, whose 
Garmin-Transitions team had 
promised to challenge 
Cavendish's domination prior 
to the stage, had tried to 
sneak up the barriers on the 
inside of Cavendish only to 
have Renshaw then veer to 
the left to block him. 

The American said HTC- 
Columbia's win-at-all-costs 
tactics were simply uncalled 
for. 

"Everything was going 
great. I was on Julian's wheel 
and he took me up to 
Cavendish's wheel with 300 
metres to go," said Farrar. 

"When Cavendish 

launched his sprint, Renshaw 
veered to the left and I had to 
put my hand on his back to 
steady myself. 

"They just don't need to 
race like that." 


Semenya triumphs on 800 m return 


LAPPEENRANTA (AFP) - 
South African world cham¬ 
pion Caster Semenya won the 
800 metres at a meet here on 
Thursday, on her return to ac¬ 
tion after an 11-month ab¬ 
sence due to doubts about her 
gender. 

Semenya's winning time 
was 2min 04.22sec, which 
was far from the personal 


best of 1:55.45 that she set 
when she won at the World 
Championships in Berlin in 
August 2009. 

"I'm very happy," Se¬ 
menya told AFP immediately 
after finishing. 

Finland's Mari Jaerven- 
paese finished second in a 
time of 2:04.71, with 
Ukraine's Olga Jekimenko 


third after completing the two 
laps in 2:05.00. 

"It's better to run. I don't 
say I feel better about what 
happened," Semenya told re¬ 
porters after signing auto¬ 
graphs for children. 

"I forgot about it a long 
time ago. It was nice to come 
back. It is a new beginning 
actually." 

The 19-year-old was au¬ 
thorised to resume competing 
on July 6 after a review of 
gender-verification tests by 
global governing body the In¬ 
ternational Association of 
Athletics F ederations 

(IAAF). 

She is due to race in two 
or three further events in Eu¬ 
rope before deciding whether 
to compete at the Common¬ 
wealth Games in India in Oc¬ 
tober and she said she was 
pleased by her return. 


Henry retires 
from international 
football 



HARRISON (AFP) - French 
striker Thierry Henry on 
Thursday confirmed that he 
has retired from international 
football after making 123 ap¬ 
pearances and scoring a 
record 51 goals for France. 

Appearing at a press con¬ 
ference at the Red Bull Arena 
here following the officialisa- 
tion of his move to Major 
League Soccer side the New 
York Red Bulls, the 32-year- 
old explained the reasons be¬ 
hind his decision. 

"I've worn (the French 
shirt) 123 times and I've al¬ 
ways had goosebumps when 
I've worn the blue jersey," he 
said. 

"But you have to know 


when to stop. There are 
young players coming 
through." 

Henry, who arrives in 
America from Spanish cham¬ 
pions Barcelona, dismissed 
suggestions that he was 
winding down his career. 

"When you join a club you 
always try to win the title, 
which is what I'll do here," he 
said, adding that football was 
on the rise in the United 
States. 

"Twenty-five million peo¬ 
ple watched the final of the 
World Cup. 

"It's extraordinary." 

Henry earned his first cap 
for France in a friendly 
against South Africa in Octo¬ 
ber 1997 and played his final 
international game against the 
same side, as France bowed 
out of the World Cup at the 
group phase with a 2-1 defeat 
by the hosts last month fol¬ 
lowing a disastrous campaign. 

Between those two games, 
Henry's career in French 
colours touched soaring 
highs and miserable lows. 

His tally of 51 interna¬ 
tional goals was 10 goals 
more than the mark of 41 set 
down by former France great 
Michel Platini. 

With 123 caps, Henry 
trails only Lilian Thuram 
(142) in the list of his coun¬ 
try's all-time appearance 
makers.

Rory roars at Open after 
stunning eagle 



ST. ANDREWS (AFP) - Two 
stunning strokes on the short 
par-four ninth turned what 
had been an average round 
into something special for 
Irish tyro Rory Mcllroy at the 
British Open on Thursday. 

"I hit a driver off the tee 
and just holed a putt straight 
up the hill," was how the 21- 
year-old rising star of world 
golf nonchalantly described 
the eagle that fired him up in 
the opening round. 

Nine holes later, he 
walked off with a stunning 
nine-under par 63 and a two- 
stroke lead in the 150th an¬ 
niversary edition of golfs 
pre-eminent tournament. 

"The round was going 
OK, one-under through eight 
holes, nothing special, and 
then the eagle on nine really 
got me going," he said. 

"I had missed a few 
chances early on, and I was 
going up the seventh hole at 
one under par and saying to 
myself, 'If we can turn in 33 
here, 3-under par, it would be 
a good front nine and get 
going from there.' 

"I was able to do that and 


it just kicked on from there. 

"I think it does take some¬ 
thing in your round, a little 
spark, a little something to 
get you going, and I think 
that was the point today 
where my round really got 
going." 

In so doing, Mcllroy 
equalled the low round in any 
major, becoming the 22nd 
man to fire a 63, and is only 
the eighth player in British 
Open history with a 63, the 
second at St. Andrews after 
Englishman Paul Broadhurst 
in 1990's third round. 

Everyone knew that Mcll¬ 
roy would be among the 
favourites to win here this 
week despite his youth, but 
the manner in which he did it 
will leave many of his rivals 
quaking in their golf shoes. 

"It was a fantastic score," 
said two-times former winner 
Padraig Harrington of his fel¬ 
low Irishman's effort. 

"Puts him in great position 
for the next three days. If he 
plays average the next two 
days, he'll still have a chance 
on Sunday." 

Mcllroy is one of those 


who rate the Old Course at 
St. Andrews as their favourite 
course in the world, one 
which inspires him to achieve 
great things. 

In all the times he has 
played the course since his 
first outing in June, 2007 he 
has yet to post a score worse 
than 69. 

"I just love the place," he 
said. 

"I love St. Andrews in 
general, and I'm coming in 
here with a lot of great mem¬ 
ories. 

"I've played well round 
here before. This is my best 
ever round, around here and 
it fits my eye really well. 

"You know, the second 
shots, as long as you put your 
ball in the fairway here, the 
second shots seem to set up 
well for me." 

Mcllroy revealed that 
there is another factor driving 
him on this week and that is 
the inspiration he drew from 
fellow Ulsterman and close 
friend Graeme McDowell's 
breakthrough win in the US 
Open last month. 

The two often play to¬ 
gether in practice rounds and 
were a successful pairing at 
the last Ryder Cup in Ken¬ 
tucky in 2008. 

Nine years his elder, Mc¬ 
Dowell has become some¬ 
thing of a big brother to 
Mcllroy and his triumph at 
Pebble Beach has convinced 
him that his time for a win in 
a major is now. 

"I always thought a major 
was a little farther away than 
it probably is," he said. 

"I thought maybe another 
two or three or four years of 
development in my game, I’d 
be ready to challenge for ma¬ 
jors. 

"But seeing Graeme win 
at Pebble Beach made me re¬ 
alise that it might not be as 
far away as I thought it was." 


Steinbrenner, Sheppard 
to be honored Friday

NEW YORK - The Yankees 
will hold a tribute to com¬ 
memorate the lives and rec¬ 
ognize the deaths of George 
Steinbrenner and Bob Shep¬ 
pard before Friday's game 
against the Rays. 

The pregame ceremony 
will include a video tribute to 
Steinbrenner, the former Yan¬ 
kees chairman and principal 
owner, who died Tuesday at 
age 80, as well as a moment 
of silence for "The Boss" and 
Sheppard, the club's longtime 
public address announcer. 

The game starts at 7:05 
p.m. ET. 

Additional ceremonies 
will take place Saturday dur¬ 
ing Old-Timers' Day, and 
more tributes will be revealed 
Friday. 

During Friday's ceremony, 
a wreath will be placed in 


front of Steinbrenner's statue 
in the Gate 2 Executive 
Lobby of Yankee Stadium, 
and another will be placed in 
front of Sheppard's plaque in 
Monument Park. 

Army Sgt. 1st Class 
MaryKay Messenger will 
sing the national anthem, and 
the West Point Color Guard 
will present the colors. 

Steinbrenner purchased 
the Yankees in 1973, and 
under his leadership, the club 
enjoyed a Major League-best 
seven World Series champi¬ 
onships, including last year's 
triumph over the Phillies, 
which the players dedicated 
to Steinbrenner. 

Sheppard, who worked his 
first game at Yankee Stadium 
in 1951 and was dubbed "The 
Voice of God" by slugger 
Reggie Jackson, died Sunday 
at age 99. He worked his last 
game in September 2007, but 
recorded audio for the Sta¬ 
dium's closing date in Sep¬ 
tember 2008, as well as the 
introduction Derek Jeter has 
pledged to continue using for 
each at-bat. 

The Yankees and all 
Minor League affiliates will 
wear commemorative uni¬ 
form patches to honor Stein¬ 
brenner and Sheppard for the 
remainder of the season. 


Warriors sold for record 
450 million dollars - report 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Boston Celtics minority part¬ 
ner Joe Lacob and Mandalay 
Entertainment chairman 
Peter Gruber have won the 
bid to buy the NBA's Golden 
State Warriors for a record 
price, CNBC reported. 

An article posted on 
CNBC.com on Thursday put 
the price at 450 million dol¬ 
lars, surpassing the previous 
record paid for an NBA fran¬ 
chise - 401 million dollars 
paid by Robert Sarver for the 


Phoenix Suns in 2004. 

Lacob and Guber beat out 
Oracle chief Larry Ellison, 
who had been considered the 
favorite to buy the team from 
Chris Cohan. 

Cohan bought the club in 
1995 for 119 million dollars. 
The franchise was valued at 
315 million dollars by Forbes 
in December of last year. 

The Warriors have made 
the playoffs only once since 
Cohan bought the team. 
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
